FLYING FURY, a product of one of the world’s most suc- 
cessful sires and an Alabama winner, entered the stud at 
Claiborne Farm in 1957. He raced for three seasons, won 
stakes in each year, and earned a total of $145,595. 


The son of *Nasrullah was one of the leading 2-year-olds 
of 1954 and was weighted at 119 lbs. on the Experimental 
Handicap. Flying Fury won his first stakes when he came 
from behind in a driving finish to win the one-mile Cham- 
pagne Stakes at Belmont from Grandpaw, Gold Box, and 
Cup Man. 


In a prep for the Garden State, Flying Fury stumbled 
coming out of the gate and went to his knees. He recovered 


and went after the leaders, was six lengths off with a fur- 
long to go, but caught the leaders to win by three-quarters 
of a length. 


In the Garden State Stakes, Flying Fury was the slowest 
out of the gate and started moving up in the backstretch. 
In the final drive he outran all the others except the winner 
Summer Tan and just missed getting second money. Poor 
racing luck dogged his efforts in the Pimlico Futurity for 
which he started favorite. Away slowly, he was caught in a 
jam on the first turn, was forced wide on the last turn but 
closed well to get a second to Thinking Cap. 

As a 3-year-old Flying Fury moved into the Derby picture 
with another of his come-from-behind victories in the Derby

Trial at Louisville. After that race, however, he went off his 
form for the rest of the season. 


In 1956 Flying Fury was given a refresher course over the 
jumps and did well, including a win over the champion 
jumper Neji. He was returned to the flat. On August 31 
he ran second in the 1%4-mile Merchants’ and Citizens’ Hand- 
icap to Thinking Cap. Flying Fury got his revenge on 
Thinking Cap in their next start, the 142-mile Manhattan 
Handicap, by winning easily. Others trailing were Jet Ac- 
tion, Paper Tiger, Honeys Alibi, ete. Flying Fury started in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup but unseated his rider immediately 
after leaving the starting gate. It was his last start.

Critique from Abroad 


Sports ILLUSTRATED this week published 
a condensation of a 3-piece examination 
of American racing by JOHN BisHor, of 
the London Opsrerver, and we herewith 
take the liberty of condensing the con- 
densation: 


The basic influences in American racing 
are geography, politics and big business. 
The chief faults of the American racing 
system would seem to be: lack of a cen- 
tral control with wide powers over all the 
main aspects of the sport; putting too 
much stress on-attracting the betting pub- 
lic at the expense of providing a true and 
fair test for the best type of racehorse: 
and, finally, monotony. 

Since The Jockey Club in America has 
no power over racecourse policy, races 
are framed almost entirely to draw the 
betting public, instead of to provide a 
measure of variety and improve the breed 
of the race horse. . . . It would be im- 
possible in England to stage a card with 
6 consecutive races over 6 furlongs (out 
of a total of 9 races). as can happen in 
\merica. 

Every racecourse is left-handed and all 
flat races (except the Washington Inter- 
national) are started from. stall gates. 
“We don’t like these stall gates. They're 
a strain on horses’ legs and temperaments. 
but an American race crowd presupposes 
everything to be crooked and, if the favor- 
ite got left. as in some of your starts in 
England. they'd pull the place down.” an 
owner-breeder remarked to me. 

While appreciating the 
with which an American visitor may re- 
gard the archaic amenities of English 
racing the mechanical monotony of 
the American turf. the cramped circuits of 
its race courses and minor regard for the 
Thoroughbred itself give an impression of 


astonishment 


luxurious greyhound racing with horses 
instead of dogs. 

Like American racing as a whole, the 
training profession ranges from one ex- 
treme to the other. a high standard at the 
top, a low one at the bottom. .. . “Most 
any cab driver, bootblack or drugstore 
attendant seems able to get to be a trainer 
these days.” was the situation as summed 
up for me by an experienced observer 
there. 

Racing on a dirt surface. as in America. 
seems to put a greater strain on horses’ 
legs than racing on a good grass surface, 
since a large number of race horses in 
America develop leg trouble. The top- 
trainers do wonders in keeping 
horses going in spite of this, but many 


class 


of the others are remarkably ignorant as 
regards stable management. 

The standard of riding is not high in 
English stables, but it is even lower in 
America, partly on account of the acey- 
deucy seat. If American flat-race riding 
boys were sent out on a string of horses 
in England, riding as they usually do, 
they would be scattered over the ground 
like peanut shells after a football match— 
especially on a Monday morning when 
horses are usually fresh after Sunday. 

By and large. the top American horses 
are as good as. sometimes better than, 
ours. ... On the other hand, American 
bloodstock tends to develop a coarseness 
(probably due to environmental  influ- 
ence). which needs controlling by  peri- 
odical infusions of our best blood. Amer- 
ican breeding is progressing by importing 
our best’ bloodstock, especially through 
the top-class middle-distance horses . . 
but is hindered by the glut of sprint 
races. English and Irish breeding is suffer- 
ing from producing too many sprinters to 
meet the demands of American owners. 

American racecourses do not offer so 
fair and true a test of a race horse as 
they should in relation to the care and 
expense put into them, because they give 
a smallish, short-striding horse who ex- 
cels on sharp left-hand bends an undue 
advantage. 

American breeders tend to put too much 
emphasis on performance on the race- 
course in a prospective brood mare; our 
inclination is to fault in the opposite direc- 
tion. Americans are inclined to overrace 
their horses. we to underrace ours. 

To sum up the general situation: we 
would do well to take a leaf out of the 
Americans’ notebook and pay a little more 
attention to the needs of the racing (as 
opposed to the purely betting) public 


and the owners. while America might be 
advised to give more consideration to the 
fundamental principles of the sport in re- 
lation to the race horse himself.

More Money at Stake 


The biggest stakes program in the his- 
tory of New York racing has been an- 
nounced for the spring-early summer 
meetings at Jamaica and Belmont Park. 
In the first 85 days of the New York sea- 
son 32 stakes worth $1,285,000, an aver- 
age of more than $40,000 per race. will 
he offered. This is an increase of $275.000 
in added money over the same period last 
vear. 

During the first 14 weeks of the season 
last year there was one race at $100,000 
and one at $75,000. This season there will 
be one at $125,000. 2 at $100.000. and 
2 at $75,000. 

Jamaica, which opens the season with 
a 37-day meeting. March 28 through May 
9, will have 12 stakes worth $390.000, one 
less race than in 1958 but an increase of 
$55.000. The Experimental Handicap and 
the Rosedale and Youthful Stakes have 
been dropped, and the Westchester Handi- 
cap and Comely Stakes have been added. 
Biggest increases are for the Wood Me- 
morial Stakes and the Grey Lag Handi- 
cap. each of which will be worth $25.000 
more than last year. 

Belmont Park, which last year ran 20 
stakes worth $675,000 at its spring meet- 
ing, will offer 20 stakes worth $920.000. 
The Roseben Handicap has been drop- 
ped, the Sysonby Handicap added. Biggest 
increases are for the Withers Stakes and 
Metropolitan Handicap, each up $50,000 
from last year. The Belmont Stakes and 
Suburban Handicap have been increased 
$25.000 each, the Acorn Stakes $20,000. 
and the CCA Oaks $15,000. All races ex- 
cept the Belmont Stakes and the CCA 
Oaks. both of which close February 16.

The Grasp of Government 


By WarREN SCHWEDER 


Beginning 2 weeks ago. the news from New York made pretty grim reading. 
First it was announced by racing commission chairman Ashley Trimble Cole 
that the New York Racing Association this year would have 9 races daily. Next 
it was reported that legislation was in the making which would allow racing 
simultaneously at Saratoga and metropolitan New York, and Mr. Cole gave this 
his blessing. At the same time. the new state administration of Nelson Rockefeller 
planned to increase its share of pari-mutuel pools, and the city administration 
of Mayor Robert Wagner was working to promote a referendum on off-track 
wagering. Early this week legislation was passed making it possible for the New 
York season to open 5 days earlier, on March 20. 

Any one of these measures seemed bad enough; together they presented a 
disheartening picture. 

The 9-race card. courtesy of the racing commission, is now established, and 
sconer or later the association must accustom itself to 220 racing days. In other 
cases, however. cooler heads temporarily prevailed. When the governor’s budget 
was given to the General Assembly there was no mention of simultaneous racing 
and no provision for taking a greater share of pari-mutuel taxes. The adminis- 
tration had relented. true enough. but this was no assurance that the New 
York Racing Association had won a point; indeed. events of the past week had 
made it clearer than ever that racing in New York had become a ward of the state. 

Some financial benefit probably will accrue to the association from the ninth 
race and the 5 extra days. There will be more income to keep purses at a high 
competitive level. and it will be easier to retire indebtedness on the association’s 
big building-and-remodeling program. There will be more opportunity to offer 
2-year-old races. a problem which has been perplexing management since the 
decision was made to abandon the Widener chute. 

On the other hand. the ninth race was not solely the GNYA’s decision. The 
pressure behind the move was from the racing commission’s office. 

The NYRA., hoping to be able to program steeplechase racing at no sacrifice 
to flat racing, had asked the racing commission if it would object to a ninth 
race on days when there was a jumping event on the card. The commissioners 
said they would buy that, but why not consider a ninth race every day? It would 
help the NYRA, but especially it would mean an increase in tax revenue to the 
state. The racing association, knowing where it now owed allegiance, volunteered. 
The decision was announced, not by the New York Racing Association, which un- 
questionably felt a little guilty about the episode, but by Mr. Cole. 

Most alarming were the commission’s stand on Saratoga and its willingness 
to sacrifice the traditional prestige of New York racing in the interest of expe- 
diency. The racing commission, too, seemed to be under pressure. 

Thoroughbred racing in New York had clearly become a money-making 
implement of the legislative and executive branches. and for the first time since 
the organization of the NYRA as a non-profit utility (whose officers serve at the 
pleasure of the racing commission) the consequences of this peculiar brand 
of state stewardship were becoming obvious. 

The spectacle of racing under siege in New York was a curious and saddening 
sight. One of its first consequences was a decision of the Maryland Racing 
Commission to recommend 9 races a day at its tracks.

The Desperate Furlong 


Los AnceLres. The twelfth running of 
the Santa Anita Maturity, in the eyes of 
the players, figured to be a 2-horse race 
between Indiana-bred Hillsdale and Vir- 
ginia-bred Warhead. But, instead of fin- 
ishing one-two, they ran first and last. At 
the end of the mile and one-quarter. C, 
W. Smith’s Hillsdale was on the front 
end, and Mrs. Mabel C. Scholtz’ Warhead 
was on the tail end. 

My own opinion is that Hillsdale was 
more than just a little lucky to win. The 
Maturity showed quite plainly that the 
son of Take Away is not a mile-and-a- 
quarter horse: still, he won. although 
he needed 27 seconds for the final quar- 
ter. Hillsdale was so leg weary in the last 
sixteenth, that he was almost beaten by 
Llangollen Farm’s Royal Living, an able 
stretch runner but a colt which still needs 
considerable and experience. 
Royal Living. for all his greenness, missed 
victory by only three-quarters of a length, 
and he would certainly have won in 2 
more jumps.

Jewel’s Reward was third. with Mr. and 
Mrs. L. K. Shapiro’s Swaps Kin fourth. 
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Warhead was eased in the final quarter, 
and immediately after the race, Kay 
(Swede) Jensen, Warkead’s able trainer. 
summoned a veterinarian to look over his 
colt. which scemed in distress. Warhead 
had choked up, and apparently was un- 
able to catch his breath. A careful exam- 
ination disclosed nothing that might have 
obstructed Warhead’s breathing. 

“[ know something is wrong with my 
horse.” Jensen repeated several times. “If 
we could only find it. we could treat it. 
He is not winded, he does not have sinus 
trouble. and the Maturity was run on a 
beautiful day. Smog? No, it couldn’t be 
that. If | only knew: well. we ean’t run 
him again until we find out for sure. He’s 
too good a horse to ruin.” 

(On Monday. February 2, Dr. William 
Reed examined Warhead, reported 
that the colt had inflamed throat. 
Dr. Reed said Warhead would be out of 
action for the remainder of the Santa 
Anita meeting “at least.” ) 

The Maturity, with a sprinter like Hills- 
dale stopping so badly on the front end, 
was set up ideally for a stretch runner 
like Warhead. Jensen could not have had 
the race develop more perfectly for him— 
until Warhead choked up just before 
reaching the quarter-pole. 

Going into the first turn. 2 horses went 
wide and Tommy Barrow, reacting quickly 
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to the situation. sent Hillsdale through 
along the rail to join Jewel’s Reward on 
on the front end. The Shoe, racing directly 
behind Hillsdale. stumbled over the lat- 
ter’s hind legs. and Barrow gained a 
couple of lengths. which could have been 
the difference between viciory and defeat. 
Very probably it won the race for Hills- 
dale. 

Down the backstretch, it was a head-and- 
head duel every step of the way between 
Jewel's) Reward and Hillsdale. There 
never was more than a few inches sep- 
arating the pacemakers. with Jewel’s Re- 
ward. on the outside, enjoying what edge 
there might have been. however slight. 

As they went into the turn, Hillsdale 
began pouring on the pressure, and Jewel’- 
Reward gave way, slowly but. steadily. 
Hillsdale took over, and his margins grew 
from a head to half a length and then. 
when it seemed that Jewel’s Reward might 
hang on, Hillsdale spurted again and. in 
a few strides. was 3 lengths on top as he 
reached the home stretch. 


Hanging On 


Hugging the rail. Hillsdale reached out 
for the wire with what seemed like a safe 
lead. In mid-stretch, he began weakening. 
and Barrow looked around. Only one 
horse was running at him and, at the 
moment. it did not look teo serious. But 
Barrow. taking no chances, went to the 
whip. 

In the last sixteenth, with the race all 
but won, Hillsdale grew weary. and Royal 
Living closed in with tremendous strides. 
Hillsdale’s lead vanished, chunks of it at 
a time. As Royal Living pounded down 
the middle of the track, closing in relent- 
lessly, it seemed that Hillsdale. for a 
fleeting moment. hung suspended as 
though caught in slow motion. Then he 
went under the wire, with his adversary 
still three-quarters of a length away. 

The Maturity lowered rather than raised 
Hillsdale’s stock for the Santa Anita 
Handicap. It would be hard to imagine 
him, even with a 19-pound pull in the 
weights, beating Round Table at a mile 
and a quarter. 

On the other hand, the race raised hopes 
for Royal Living. He can run all day. and 
that is in his favor. He needs experience. 


and that is something he is acquiring 
quickly now.

The Harvest 
Governor Brown this week submitted 


his budget for the next fiscal year in 
California, and among the proposals to 
raise additional revenue was one to in- 
crease pari-mutuel taxes in the state by 
$12,500.000. The governor proposed that 
the take-out at California tracks be raised 
from 13 to 15 per cent, with all of the 
increase going to the state. In the case 
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of Santa Anita and Hollywood Parks he 
would increase the state’s share an addi- 
tional one per cent. 

Under the present California law the 
state receives 4 per cent of the first 10 
million dollars bet at a meeting. 5 per 
cent of the next 10 million, and 6 per 
cent of all over 20 million. Under Brown’s 
plan the take would be 6 per cent of the 
first 10 million, 7 per cent of the next 
10 million, and 8 per cent of all over 
20 million. Those tracks which handle 
over $100.000.000 (Santa Anita and Holly- 
wood Parks) would pay an additional one 
per cent tax.

Miami. Millard Farisziadie was some- 
what apprehensive as he approached the 
muddy Hialeah Park racing strip on the 
morning of the Palm Beach Handicap. 
The handsome trainer intended to gallop 
*Ajaccio, which that afternoon would run 
in the stakes, 

The previous Saturday Farisziadie’s 
*Petare had scored an astonishing upset 
victory in the Royal Palm Handicap. beat- 
ing Sharpsburg and Nadir. In the Palm 
Beach, Farisziadie would have to beat 
Clem, making his first start of the winter. 
It was the beginning of his comedown. 
but the trainer had no way of foretelling 
this. 

“This track will never dry out today.” 
Farisziadie muttered. “I do not know 
how *Ajaccio will like it.” 

* Ajaccio stepped on the track. galloped 
once around, and when he pulled up. 
Farisziadie smiled. “He leoks well.” he 
said. “He will run on this track. If he 
is beaten. he will be beaten by a VERY 
good horse.” 


*Ajaccio, with *Petare, had been flown 
into Miami on Monday, January 19. On 
the following Saturday morning * Ajaccio 
had literally stunned the clockers when 
he worked three-quarters in 1:11445. It 
wasn’t just the time that was. startling, 
it was the manner in which the colt 
worked, 

“[T never saw anything like it; I’m not 
capable of expressing how easy that horse 
ran.” said clocker Joe (Red) Butler. “The 
boy just sat up there straight like a 
wooden man. You just don’t see horses 
work like that.”

Training at the Airport 


The background of Farisziadie’s trip 
to America from Venezuela was, to put 
it mildly. most unusual. The 2 horses 
were flown into Miami on Monday. and 
were held at the airport in) quarantine 
until Wednesday night. 

Wednesday morning. Farisziadie “stole” 
a workout at the airport for *Petare. 
which was entered in the Royal Palm 
Handicap just 3 days later. 

“Tt was 5:15 in the morning. still dark.” 
Farisziade said. “We marked out a course 
between and around the airplanes and 
brought out *Petare. He was scared like 
hell at first. but he settled down and can- 
tered very nicely. 

“The vets were very kind to us. They 
took the blood test right away and got it 
back Wednesday night so we could get 
out of quarantine. We went to Tropical 
Park that night and *Petare worked there 
Thursday morning. 

“He went 900 meters—what would that 
be? . 415 furlongs, in :53. Then he 
cantered Friday and Saturday.” 


“We moved over to Hialeah on Friday. 


Mr. McLennan (Hialeah racing secretary ) 
was kind enough to get us 2 stalls.” 

*Petare’s last race before coming to 
America was January 4 at Caracas. He 
won by 12 lengths, at a mile and a quar- 
ter. 

With only that strange work at the air- 
port and the short work at Tropical, *Pe- 
tare went into the Royal Palm and scored 
a smashing triumph. He broke with the 
leaders. and. coming out of the club house 
turn, he was third on the outside, behind 
Kingmaker and Air Pilot. Nadir, the 4-5 
favorite, was head-and-head with *Petare’ 
at that point. 

*Petare went past the 2 leaders on the 
outside. moving into the far turn, and 
Nadir made his move. Turning for home. 
Nadir appeared to be ready to go by 
*Pctare. moving within a half-length of 
the invader. But jockey Gustavo Avila let 
out on *Petare. and Nadir was left in the 
lurch. Sharpsburg, coming from far back, 
made a big run in the final eighth to 
finish in second place, within three-quar- 
ters of a length of *Petare. 

*Petare’s ears were pricking as he went 
under the wire; Avila had not once really 
hit him with the whip. *Petare ran the 
l!, miles in 1:48%5, paying $32.30. 

His next race was to be the Bougain- 
villea Handicap on the grass January 30. 
then the Hialeah Turf Cup February 14. 
The 8-year-old gelding had not run on 
grass since he was a 2-year-old in Argen- 
tina. and Farisziadie felt he would run 
well on the turf. 


Getting Ready 


After working *Ajaccio on the main 
track early in the morning of the Palm 
Beach. the trainer obtained permission to 
work *Petare on the grass. Exercise boy 
Justo Torres started *Petare at the finish 
line. galloped a mile and a_ half, then

The owner of both *Petare and * Ajaccio 
is Anselmo A. Dorato, the head of a pre- 
paratory school in Venezuela. Farisziadie 
refers to Dorato as “The Professor.” 

Dorato purchased *Ajaccio as a year- 
ling in Argentina. After already paying 
$40.000 for a group of 4 yearlings, he 
discovered a smallish colt which hardly 
anyone else had even considered. Dorato 
got him for the equivalent of $1.100. The 
4 expensive yearlings did nothing: the 
bargain colt, *Ajaccio, surprised every- 
body. 

As for *Petare, Dorato got him and a 
mare for $20,000 during the horse’s 5-year- 
old season. Again a measure of irony 
figured in the purchase. *Petare was 
“thrown into” the deal as lagniappe. The 
horse Dorato really wanted was the mare 
Colerina, which proved a bust as a racer. 

*Petare had been purchased for $6.000 
as a yearling at the 1953 Palermo sales. 
He originally was named *Budizano by 


Constantino Pelayo, then renamed *Pe- 
tare after a suburb of Caracas. 


The Public Comes First 


*Petare always runs with the pace, ac- 
cording to Farisziadie. “I like to put him 
second for the first quarter of a race,” he 
said, “and the last 3 quarters let him go 
away from the field. He is a good, noble 
horse. very sound and very kind. Too 
gentle. if anything. He would never do 
anything to you. Both he and *Ajaccio are 
very good doers, gross doers. 

“We did not enter *Petare in the Me- 
Lennan or Widener because a horse can 
have only so much racing. I like to run 
my horses 8 days apart, which is too 
often. actually. These 2, though, are tough 
and wonderful doers and can take that 
kind of campaigning. 

“My idea as trainer is to please the 
public and please the owner, but the pub- 
lic comes first. If an owner should come 
to me and say. “Do not try today,’ then 
it is all over between us.” 

Farisziadie is 39 years old, and he has 
been a trainer for 13 years. Raised in 
Kingston, Jamaica. he speaks excellent 
English and fluent Spanish. He moved to 
Venezuela in 1951 and has been tremend- 
ously successful as a trainer. In 13 years 
he had led the trainers in winners saddled 
(first in Jamaica and then in Venezuela) 
9 times, was second twice and fourth twice. 

“You know.” he smiled. “5 days ago 
nobody was talking to me. Now everybody 
stops and says hello. This is a fine place. 
Hialeah.” 

In the winner's circle after *Petare’s 
Royal Palm victory, Farisziadie gave most 
of the credit to Gustavo Avila. After 
looking at the patrol films of the race, it 
was obvious that Avila deserved all the 
praise Farisziadie cared to give him, 

Avila hustled *Petare out of the gate in 
good fashion; then. on the backstretch, he 
neatly boxed Bill Hartack and Nadir on 
the rail behind Air Pilot and Kingmaker. 
Hartack was forced to check Nadir 3 times 
down the backside. When Hartack mo- 
mentarily checked his mount nearing the 
far turn, Avila suddenly took off with 
*Petare and opened up 2 lengths on Nadir 
while moving past the 2 early leaders. 

And on the stretch turn, Avila, in the 
process of flicking *Petare with his whip. 
did Nadir no good whatever as he flashed 
the stick in front of his head. It was a 
consummately professional ride. 

It also should be clearly noted that 
Avila. while he rides high, is perfectly 
level, seemingly a part of his mount. 

Godfrey Preece, a veteran horseman and 
former rider and breeder, unhesitatingly 
called Avila the best rider he had seen in 
years. 


The Lost Ones 


Farisziadie’s ebullience and confidence 
were shaken severely in the next 4 days. 
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In the Palm Beach. *Ajaccio broke last 
in the field of 10. showed nothing. and 
finished last. He was not without excuses. 

Jockey Avila said that *Ajaecio. last 
one to be loaded, was unprepared for the 
start. “As soon as we were in. the gate 
was opened.” Avila said, “*Ajaccio had 
his head turned. He had no chance.” 

Alhambra opened 6 lengths after a 
half-mile of the Palm Beach. but Clem. 
making his first start of the winter, closed 
stoutly to win by a length. Alhambra had 
a head over Viscount for second. Clem 
was the 9-5 choice. with *Ajaccio second 
choice at 5-2, 

Three days later. in a 7-furlong allow- 
ance test against stakes horses. “Ajaccio 
came away alertly and was head-and-head 
with Kingmaker to the eighth-pole. He 
faded then. as Mister Jive came on for 
a head victory over Kingmaker. with 
*Ajaccio 4 lengths back in third place. 

But the failure of *Ajaecio was for- 
gotten in the light of the much worse 


fortune that befell *Petare in the Bougain- 
villea. Away with the field and in fourth 
place going to the club house turn. *Pe- 
tare hit the hedge and almost went down. 
Avila managed to straighten him up. but 
the horse quickly dropped out of it. Fol- 
lowing standing instructions from) Faris- 
ziadie, Avila did not persevere with *Pe- 
tare. Hopelessly out of contention. Avila 
eased his mount. When *Petare finally 
crossed the finish line Farisziadie discov- 
ered severe cuts about the horse’s right 
coronet band, extending into the hoof. 

Thus, in precisely 7 days, Millard Faris- 
ziadie had run the gamut from supreme 
joy to blank despair. 

Sidney Jacobs, trainer of the 6-5 favor- 
ite, *Tudor Era. couldn’t have been much 
happier than Farisziadie. *Tudor Era 
chased *Amerigo to the stretch turn. then 
stopped abruptly and finished 11th in the 
14-horse field.

Horsemen planning to race 
in Chicago next summer had better read 
carefully the stakes program of 28 races 
worth $1.365.000 announced last week by 
the managements of the co-ordinated Bal- 
moral-Arlingten Park-Washington Park 
meetings. Last year’s program was worth

There are 28 changes from last year’s 
stakes program, some minor some 
major. Five stakes of the 1958 program 
have been dropped. and one new one has 
been added. the $15.000 Tri-State. 

Four of the stakes missing from 1958 
were $15.000 events for 2-vear-olds—the 
Miss) Chicago. Pollyanna. Joliet. and 
George Woolf Memorial. All but the 
Pollyanna are included in a schedule of 
18 $10.000 overnights. The fifth stakes 
dropped is the $20.000 Continental Turf 


Handicap. 
In 1955. when the Balmoral Jockey 
Club (successor to Lincoln Fields) joined 


its operations with Arlington Park and 
Washington Park, the 3 associations ran 
39 stakes with added money of $1,455,000. 

Going into the 1959 season, 13 of those 
stakes have been dropped and 2 added 
—the Arch Ward Memorial. besides the 
Tri-State. Besides the 5 previously men- 
tioned. these stakes have been canceled 
during the last 3 years: the $15,000 La 
Salle, $15.000 Apprentice, $20,000 Coro- 
net, $25,000 Honeymoon. $20,000 Domino, 
$50,000 Chicagoan, $15,000 Primer and 
$20.000 Mademoiselle. 

Of the 11 stakes held at the first Bal- 
moral meeting in 1955 (some were hold- 
overs from Lincoln Fields, others were 
new) only the Citation and Balmoral 
Handicaps remain. The 6 other stakes 
on the 1959 Balmoral calendar are former 
Washington Park races. 

In 1955 the 3 tracks ran 13. stakes 
for 2-year-olds, with $415,000 in added 
money. The 1959 slate calls for 6 stakes 
worth $330.000. Apparently management 
wants to run fewer 2-year-old stakes with 
bigger purses. 

The Arlington Park and Washington 
Park Futurities have each been boosted 
$25.000 to make them $100,000-added 
events. In addition, the distance of the 
Washington Park Futurity has been 
lengthened a sixteenth of a mile to 61% 
furlongs. 


The Warren Wright Memorial Hand- 
icap has been cut from $50,000 to $25,000 
and will be run at a mile for 3-year-olds. 
Last summer it was for 3-year-olds and 
older horses at 14 miles. 

The Arch Ward Memorial Handicap 
is now a 6-furlong sprint worth $25,000; 
last year it was a $50,000 grass race at 
1,3; miles. 

The Laurance Armour Memorial Hand- 
icap (the price of memorial races is fall- 
ing) was sliced $25,000 to The 
distance remains 9 furlongs. but it is 
to be run on the turf instead of dirt. 

The Equipoise Mile has been reduced 
to $50,000 from $100,000. The Arlington 
Handicap (turf) has been boosted $25,000 
and is worth $100,000 again. The Wash- 
ington Park Handicap has been increased 
from one mile to 114 miles. 

It also was announced that the 48-hour 
entry closing rule has been abandoned, 
but entry closing time daily has been 
pushed back an hour to 9 a.m. 

The man who calls most of the shots 
fer  Balmoral-Arlington-Washington is 
Benjamin F. Lindheimer, whose estab- 
lishments for many years have competed 
successfully against New York, California 
and New Jersey tracks. Lindheimer tracks 
consistently give a much larger slice of 
their mutuel handle in purses and stakes 
than do the New Jersey plants, or Santa 
Anita and Hollywood Park.

The Blood-Horse 
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If They Had Their D 


By WARREN SCHWEDER 


If you could change one thing in Amer- 
ican racing this year, what would it be? 

Ten races a day at Belmont Park? 
Longer races? Fewer 2-year-old races? A 
condition book in Braille? 

During a recent visit at Hialeah Park 
and the Fair Grounds, we asked this ques- 
tion a dozen or so times. or as often as we 
remembered. Nearly everyone had an idea, 
and no one hedged. The answers may 
have been influenced largely by what 
had been most recently on a man’s mind, 
but. taken together. they probably could 
be accepted as a fair sample of the think- 
ing of working horsemen. The routine 
worked so well that we kept it going after 
returning to Lexington. 

The readiness with which the question 
was answered was rather surprising. in 
view of the reaction when we first had 
tried it in the office. 

“Good gosh!” said Joe Estes. He had 
looked under the desk. then out the win- 
dow. “Well. 1 would prohibit 
2-year-old racing until June. or maybe 
May. except for cluiming races. But that’s 
too hard a question for a quick answer. 
The one I just gave you reflected only a 
personal preference based on a preference 
for distance racing. I'm making no such 
proposal, mind you. Now. if you. ask 
anyone else, lead into it gradually.” 

There never was a gradual way. It was 
like asking a man what he’d change in 
the Bill of Rights. 

The most subtle approach went some- 
thing like this: 

“Hey. Jolley. what's new?” 

“It’s goddam cold.” 

“Listen, Moody. if you could change 
one thing in American racing this year 
what would it be?” 

“Dammit. I'd give the sport back to

the owners. The American Thoroughbred 
Owners Association, or whatever it is, 
will get the job done. The guys who got 
the money invested ought to run racing— 
not the trainers.” 


And so it went. Several horsemen held 
with Jolley that the owners should be 
given more consideration: several others 
thought there should be a redistribution 
of the prize money in favor of good-class 
allowance horses: and there was agree- 
ment only obliquely that good 2-year-olds 
should not run before May or June. 

Elliott Burch was standing in a spot of 
sunlight outside the Brookmeade barn. 
watching one of his horses being rubbed 
down, 

“ld make management more enlighten- 
ed. and I'd give more consideration to the 
needs and comforts of the owner and 
trainer. ['d fix it so you didn’t need a 
committee to get something done. Early 
2-year-old racing? Why not?” 

Ira Drymon: “We need more allowance 
races for the $15,000 to $20.000 horses. 
There aren't enough. Maybe the $20,000 
claiming race would get the job done.” 

James Fifzsimmons was sitting alone on 
a bench, away from the crowds which 
milled about the lawn. 

“The first thing ('d do for racing.” said 
the man who already had done so much. 
“would be to pass a better apprentice 
jockey rule. ’'d give a boy 10 pounds until 
he wins 20 races. then use the rule we’ve 
got. That’s what I'd do.” 

“We need better co-operation between 
horsemen and management, more under- 
standing.” said Sidney Jacobs. “It could 
be everywhere as it is in New York. where 
they really treat you like one of the 
family. And look what the Lindheimers 
have done for the backstretch in Chicago.

Why change the 2-year-old rule? If they 
should do that at one track, the trainers 
would just go someplace else.” 

Lucien Laurin, who had 2 grand 2-year- 
olds last year in Quill and Crafty Skipper. 
said. “I wouldn’t run a good 2-year-old 
before May or June anyway, but I wouldn’t 
vant a rule saying I couldn’t if 1 wanted 
to. Way I see it. the chief trouble with 
this early 2-year-old racing is the tend- 
ency to breed shorter and shorter. Maybe 
that’s enough reason to change—but. “0, 
IT guess [| wouldn't want a rule.” 

Fair Grounds racing secretary Larry 
Bogenschutz was dining on medium-rare 
beef in the club house when we asked 
him what he would change in American 
racing and what he thought of 2-year-old 
racing. He passed the first part and moved 
rapidly to the second. “Two- or 3-furlong 
races aren't going to hurt a fit horse, even 
in January or February, but anything 
longer than that would be wrong. Too 
much of this. though, is what is breaking 
them down as 3-year-olds.” 

“Why not have 2-year-old racing any 
time in the year? If a horse is ready, well. 
run him.” said trainer Frank Grand. 
“With some of them, if you don’t get it 
quick. you aren't going to get it when the 
good ones start coming out in the sum- 
mer.” 

Jack Hodgins, over a warming cup of 
coffee: “Give the sport back to the owners, 
the people who really keep racing going.” 

Alex Bower would make some changes 
in purse distribution, especially in the 
upper levels. “These $100,000 races could 
be like lightning rods, attracting publicity 
unfavorable to racing. We need better 
purses across the middle. not at the top 
or bottom. A short time ago some of us 
were talking about that at the Thorough-

breeders and owners. those who might 
stand to benefit the most from the high 
purses. thought that too many of these 
$100,000 races could hurt racing and that 
the money ought to be spread out a little 


more.” 

Bill Robertson. managing editor of the 
Thoroughbred Record, said. “Vd clamp a 
lid on 2-year-old purses.” 

Howard Endicott. manager of Danada 
Farm, said he couldnt name thing 
that needed changing, but be glad 
to name 6 or 8. So we settled for 7: “Pd 
cut down overproduction. and one way to 
do this would be charge $100 to register 
foals; and that would eliminate the cheap- 
er stuff. Ud drive politics out of racing 
and provide a fairer taxation. Instead of 
offering one $100,000 race. P'd have 2 for 


$50.000. I'd give more opportunity to 
fillies. start a research program in 
nutrition. I'd demand a uniformity in 


racing surfaces, make all tracks the same 
depth and so forth.” 

Columnist Kent Hollingsworth: “I'd get 
all the New York State politicians out of 
racing.” 

Charles A. Kenney said, “Actually, I 
have no business making suggestions for 
the betterment of any phase of racing or 
breeding, the reason being that I have 
enough to correct in the things I do my- 
self. But I would like to say that. if I 
could have one wish come true in racing 
itself, it would be that proven top 2-year- 
olds, or even potentially high-quality 
youngsters, not be raced as often as they 
are. Now, I didn’t say early; I said often. 
I figure that their conservation at 2 would 
afford us better contests in the 3-year- 
old classics and more and hardier con- 
tenders for the 3-year-old championships. 
and this would give us a truer line on 
the stud potentials of both colts and 
fillies.” 

J. C. (Skeets) Meadors: “I wouldn’t 
change anything. If something needs 
changing bad enough, itll get done. We 
need less regulating, not more.”

The commissioner said attendance for 
Thoroughbred meetings at the Detroit 
Race Course and Hazel Park was at rec- 
ord or near-record levels for the 1958 sea- 
son. “The results.” he concluded. “were 
hardly affected at all by the severe busi- 
recession and unemployment that 
plagued the Detroit area during the sum- 
mer.

“The state pari-mutuel tax revenue.” 
Inglis said, “showed a drop for the year 
of 3.3 per cent, but nearly all of this was 
attributable to five fewer Thoroughbred 
days and to the lower tax rete on harness 
racing. If exactly the same number of 
racing days had been conducted for both 
sports in 1958 as compared with 1957, 
the decrease . would have been less 
than two-tenths of one per cent.” 

Inglis fanned the spark of controversy 
with the tracks when he discussed pro- 
posed racing legislation. He noted that 
they had blocked much-needed changes 
“even though they had no real fault to 
find with much of the material being rec- 
ommended by the racing commissioner.” 

He hastily passed over the proposal of 
a legislative study committee for provision 
for two racing commissioners, one having 


jurisdiction over Thoroughbred — racing 
and the other over harness racing. He 


has condemned the idea in private discus- 
sions recently with Michigan horsemen. 
but he did not criticize the proposal for 
the record, 

In reviewing the suggestions made_ by 
the legislative study committee. Inglis said. 
“Miscellaneous changes urged by the 
racing commission over a period of years 
appear to be much less important from 
the publie’s standpoint than the important 
changes (suggested by the committee) 
which would confer important benefits on 
the racing associations.” 

Among these benefits would be limita- 
tions of the commissioner’s power to con-

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Tendinitis to Stimulation 
By Dan M. Bowmar III 


The Blood-Horse last week reported on 
several of the talks and papers presented 
at the fourth annual 
American Association of Equine Practi- 
tioners. held in Chicago on December 
15-16.

Dr. Proctor 


As many of you know. I spoke on this 
same subject at last vear’s convention. My 
conception of the operation has not 
changed during this last year. although 
| feel that | have improved my technique 
with the additional experience I have 


gained. As many of you know. the pri-

mary objective of the operation is to 
eliminate the adhesions and fibrosis which 
occur in a bowed tendon. To accomplish 
this objective I feel that 2 conditions are 
absolutely necessary. One is that there 
must be absolute aseptic conditions. there- 
by allowing first intention healing. There 
have been no successful tendinitis oper- 
tions which | know of in which first in- 
tention healing did not occur. The other 
point that I believe to be quite important 
is that the opening should be large enough 
to allow the veterinarian to do a complete 
job of clearing out those adhesions. The 
wound heals from side to side, not up and 
down. and [| think that one jeopardizes 
the success of the operation by trying to 
work through too small an incision. 

I prefer to perform the operation on a 


table instead of attempting to keep the 
horse standing. [ use a local anesthetic 


along with sedatives. and I find that most 
horses tolerate it very well. 

The change which has oc- 
curred in my thinking on this operation 


principal 


during the last vear is aftercare. and here 
| have changed greatly. When we first 
began performing the operation we had 
a horse moving around within 10 davs after 
surgery, had him jogging within the first 
month. and sometimes put him in light 


training within 60 days. I know now that 
more rest is necessary. This operation 
originally was taken from a_ technique 
used in human medicine, but I am con- 


vinced that there is not as much of an 
analogy as we first thought. | now recom- 
mend 6 months of rest before the horse 
is returned to serious training. and I don’t 
believe that it is possible to reduce this 
period significantly. 

As to results. I would say that I am 
disappointed. frustrated. and hopeful. I 
am disappointed because to date only 
about 20 per cent of the animals have 
returned to racing satisfactorily. am 
frustrated because half of the failures 
have involved the good leg. Technically. 
of course. this is nothing to be held against 
the operation, but practically it is a very 
real consideration. | em hopeful because 
I feel that the percentage of recoveries 
will improve. The technique and the after- 
care are being constently improved. One 
very definite advantage already gained is 
that we know a great deal more about the 
pathology of the tendon than we ever did 
before. And we must remember that the 
notable advances in medicine, either 
human or veterinary. do not come. over- 
night.

the horse in a standing position instead 
of on a table and that I often use a fairly 
small incision, 4 to 5 inches. when dealing 
with recent bows. I have no fear of a 
large incision, however. and on some of 
the chronic cases do not hesitate to make 
an incision of a foot or more. I would like 
to echo Dr. Proctor in the importance of 
first intention healing. which is promoted 
primarily. of course, by aseptic surgery. 

I also have greatly changed my ideas on 
aftercare. There is no doubt that the ani- 
mal needs more rest than he was given 
when this operation was first developed. 
Now. we use a small cast over the wound 
for the first 2 weeks following the opera- 
tion. with a small hole for drainage. The 
animal is kept in his stall during this time, 
whatsoever. After the 
cast is removed the sutures are removed. 
but the animal is kept in his stall for an 
additional 2 months. Then comes a month 
in which he is allowed to gallop slowly in 
a paddock, and then he is returned to 
light training. 

One thing that this operation has taught 
me is that firing and blistering definitely 


with no exercise 


are the wrong approach to a bowed ten- 
don. The firing pin causes adhesions. 
which are what must be cleared out if 
the bowed tendon is to return to normal. 
Blistering also causes a great deal of sear 
tissue. 

As to results. I] think it is unfair to 
attempt to judge the operation at this 
time. The method of aftercare has been 
changed radically by most practitioners 
within the last 6 to 9 months. and most of 
these later cases have not yet had enough 
time to receive an adequate test. Also. 
we should remember that the operation 
has a much greater chance of success if 
it is performed shortly after the bow 
Many of the operations which 
been performed have been upon 
chronic bowed tendons. and in these cases 
you are just shooting at the moon in any 
event.

I have had very little luck with this 
operation, but I think that that has been 
a combination of the difficulty of develop- 
ing a technique which satisfied me. a lack 
of proper facilities for performing the 
operation. and a lack of patience upon 
the part of owners and trainers. 

As to aftercare. there is no doubt that 
the horse needs a lot of rest. | put a band- 
age upon the wound after the operation, 
change it daily for 10 days. then remove 
the sutures and touch them up with iodine 
for 2 days. Then I like to put on a cast 
for 6 weeks. walking the horse twice daily 
and keeping him in a stall the rest. of 
the time. It has been my experience that 
as soon as the cast comes off trainers and 
want to take the horse back to 
their barn and put him in training. This 
is not enough rest. and to avoid this situa-

AAEP’S ROLE IN RACING 


At the final session of the convention a 
portion of the program was devoted to a 
discussion of how the AAEP “ean best 
serve” other racing organizations. Speak- 
ers included James H. Inglis. representing 
the National Association of State Racing 
Dr. Y. T. Oester, Asso- 
ciation of Official Racing Chemists; John 
Kennedy, racing stewards: Robert 
Krink, Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau; Clarkson Beard, Grayson Founda- 
tion; John Manfuso, Horsemen’s Benevo- 
lent Protective Association; Dr. 
Joseph O'Dea. Olympic Equestrian Team: 
and) Dr. Horace Davis.

Inglis devoted most of his talk to the 
Racing Chemistry Research Fund, estab- 
lished about a year ago. He reported that 
$46,025 of the $50.000 budget set for the 
first year had been raised, with 19 of 24. 
states contributing. He said unsolicited 
contributions had been received from 
racing Commissions in Canada and Mexico 
and from the HBPA. One research project 
already is under way at the University of 
California, and another is ready to begin 
at Columbia University. He suggested that 


AAEP members support the Racing Chem- 
istry Research Fund by urging commis- 
sions, race tracks, and owners and _ breed- 
ers to contribute to it. He also: proposed 
that the AAEP appoint a committee to 
help draft a uniform corrupt-practices 
rule. 

Dr. Oester urged the veterinarians to 
work closely with chemists at race tracks 
to assure that urine and saliva samples 
were obtained properly, and that the sam- 
ples were protected and preserved during 
the time that they were under the custody 
of the track or state veterinarian. 

“You also must play an important role 
at official hearings on stimulation cases,” 
he said. “You should become familiar with 
the effects of various drugs and be able 
to offer competent testimony on this point. 
This is the province of the veterinarian. 
not the chemist. Also it is the duty of the 
veterinarian to see to it that his clients 
are made aware of the rules on stimula- 
tion.” 

Kennedy and Frink spoke on the co- 
operation between veterinarians and stew- 
ards and veterinarians and the TRPB. 
Frink also traced the history and develop- 
ment of the TRPB since its organization 
in 1946. 


Portions .of the speeches given by 
Beard, Manfuso, and Dr. Davis are given 
below. 


Clarkson Beard 


Less has been learned about the horse 
in recent years than about any other farm 
animal. The reason for this, of course, 
is that the horse dropped out of the coun- 
try’s economic picture a number of years 
ago, and research accordingly suffered. 
Racing has gained greatly in popularity 
in recent years, but this unfortunately still 
has not been reflected in research into 
horses’ diseases. The Grayson Foundation, 
named in honor of the late Adm. Cary 
T. Grayson, was established in 1940 for 
the purpose of collecting money for horse 
research projects. and for the dissemina- 
tion of information gained in these re- 
search projects. Since World War IL was 
already under way at the time the Founda- 
tion was established, nothing was done 
until 1946, and at that time it proved diffi- 
cult to interest any universities in horse 
research projects. It has not been until 
the last 5 or 6 years that it has been 
possible to get more than one or 2. pro- 
jects going at the same time, and even 
during this period the Foundation has 
been hampered severely by a lack of 
funds. 

However. the Grayson Foundation has 
financed several notable projects. The 
University of Pennsylvania was given a 
grant to study equine infectious anemia, 
the University of Kentucky was given 
grants to study virus abortion and jaun-

project later was merged with the virus 
abortion grant at Kentucky). and the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee was given a grant to 
study phenothiazine and calcium metab- 
olism. 

There have been a number of faults 
with the Grayson Foundation in the past. 
and this is not said in criticism of anyone 
but in the realization that there is room for 
improvement. Among the faults: the pro- 
jects have been concerned with basic re- 
search and have been of little value to the 
practicing veterinarian: there has been 
no full-time direction of the Foundation; 
there has been too litthe money raised: 
and there has been a lack of flexibility in 
the program. 

To correct these deficiencies we now 
have a full-time president. and we are 
attempting to put the financing upon. its 
proper broad bases. with support from in- 
dividuals, race tracks. and state govern- 
ments. We also are attempting to see that 
we get the most for our research money by 
co-ordinating work done by various state 
universities and also work paid for by 
individuals. Unfortunately. a good deal of 
the small sum which has been spent upon 
research in recent years has been wasted 
because of duplication and over-lapping. 

The veterinarians must be the leaders 
in this work. not only with their own sup- 
port but with the support of their clients. 
On our part. we intend to find out more 
about the problems which concern the 
practicing veterinarian. In a few months 
a questionnaire is to be sent to your 
members asking them to list some of the 
research problems which they would like 
to see considered. We hope this will pro- 
vide us with valuable information. I also 
that that the Foundation can provide a 
valuable service by acting as a clearing

The veterinarians can and should lead 
us to an understanding as to what stimula- 
tion is. When stimulation rules first were 
adopted. they were to wipe out the wide- 
spread use of narcotics to hop horses. 
However, the attempt to find narcotics has 
given way to detection of “stimulants.” 
and now the chemists are constantly 
searching for procaine. I am not for or 
against the use of procaine, but the re- 
sponsibility for determining whether it 
is a stimulant should not rest with the 
state) commissions or the chemists but 
with the veterinarians. For a long time 
the chemists were unable to find procaine 
in urine samples. Now they have been able 
to isolate it. and there have been a rash 
of procaine “doping cases.” This is bad 
for the sport. and also sometimes unfair 
to the owners and/or trainers who are 
“convicted” of doping horses. 

The 48-hour rule is another example of 
a rule formulated by those who are not 
experts on this problem. This rule is 
ridiculous if carried to the extreme. Some 
of the commissions do not seem to realize 
that horses are flesh and blood and are 
not machines. 

Veterinarians should be the ones to 
evaluate the rules on stimulation, and 
these rules must be practical. They must 
protect the honest man. Many of the pres- 
ent stimulation rules penalize the honest 
man, while the dishonest man, who has 
access to drugs which the chemists have 
not been able to detect. pursues his course 
without fear of detection. 

There is no doubt that more money is 
needed for horse research. and I have a 
suggestion which I would like to submit 
on this need. If the registration fee for 
Thoroughbred foals was raised from $20 
to $25. with the extra $5 going to a re- 
reach fund, a fund of $60.000 each year 
would be guaranteed. And it might be 
possible to expand this program to the 
harness and Quarter Horse breeds.

ards of the veterinary profession at all 
times. 

In that connection | would like to men- 
tion 2 matters which track veterinarians 
must consider in their practice. One is 
the promiscuous use of male hormones on 
fillies. Often these hormones could be 
omitted from treatment, and there is no 
doubt that many fillies have been harmed 
as breeding prospects by excessive doses 
of hormones on the track. Also I would 
like to speak out against the routine sutur- 
ing of fillies at the track. There certainly 
are cases in which this is required. but 
I think that you should give the matter 
serious thought before you agree to per- 
form such an operation as a routine pro- 
cedure, 


In addition to the papers and talks re- 
ported here and in the last issue of Tue 
BLoop-Horst, there were a number of 
papers presented which were directed en- 
tirely to a professional audience.

They don’t improve racing: they 
just make the Thoroughbred go shorter 
and shorter distances. Who wants to see 
that kind of racing? 

No. 2 beef is all these futurities pay- 
ing money to enter unborn horses so a 
track can boast rich races. with horse- 
men putting most of the money in. | 
believe in... the late closing. a month 
before the race. to have the best in the 
race and also let the track put up the 
money. Look at the Garden State. Gross 
purse is $300,000: track puts up a third. 
horsemen put up two-thirds. Ridiculous 
is the word... Forget about early- 
closing stakes...
